And becauſe J haue taken vpon me ſome. diſlinguiſhments of 
wziting, wherein J ſpccially ſtand vpon choiſe and mete termes 
and ſpeeches, with pzoper applications: I thinke it not amiſſe to 
ſet downe bnto pou ſome ſhew of the contrary inurements, wher- 
by pou may with the greater diſcretion concetue the errour there- 
of;the which J haue fometimes noted in other mens wzitings.

dance is, where ſuch a one doth ſerue, by ſo much the moze beſ@- + 
meththe party called vnto ſuch ſeruice, to be a man choiſe and o 
woꝛthy eſtimate, ability and indgement : So then J am not of 
opinion of the multitude, who hold that the pꝛaple - able ende⸗ 
your 02 ability of well-wziting oꝛ oꝛdering the pen, is the mat⸗ 
fer that maketh the Secretory , (albeit the vſe heer eot is not the 
leaſt part of many other things incident to the ſame Office) but 
that carrying with it ſelfe a purpoſe of mach weightier cffce , 
the perſon ther cunto named was as a derſuitſue from that 
which containeth the chlefeſt title of credite, and place of grea- 
teſt aCurance that may be repoſed,in rcſpeet of the affinity they 
both haue of cruſt and fidelity, each with the other, by great con- 
ceit and diſcretion, termed to be a Secretory. 

And atbeit there happily may be opintons ſome wapcs con- 
-frarying vnto this mp pꝛeſent deliutry, touching the originall 
ok this title: vet ſtanding dir cal y aſſured that thep all being laid 
together, muſt of neceſſity conclude on the very Secrecie, truſt 
and regard, ſpecially impoſed on him who beaveth the ſame title: 
J will boldly foz this canſe define, that in te ſpeu of ſuch Secrecie 
truſt and allurance required at the hands of him who ſerueth in 
uch a plate, the name was firſt giuen to vecalled a Secretorie, 
and that by the Etymologie ot the very woꝛd it ſelfe, ſounding 
in true coniecare, 7 coſtor, oz conſernator ſrereti ſibi com-

miſſi, a keepet, or conſeruer, of the Secrets vnto him commit- 
ted, 

By this reaſon we doe tall the moſt ſecret place in the houſe 
appzopzlate vnto our owne pztuate ſtudics, and wherein wee 
repoſe and deliberate by derpe conũderation of all our weighs 
tieft affatres, a Cloſer, in true intendment and meaning a place 
where our dealings of impoꝛtance are ſhut vp, a rome pꝛoper 
and peculiar to our ſelues. And whereas into each other place 
of the houſe it is ozdinary fo2 encry neare attendant about vs 
to haue acceſſe: in this place we doe ſolitarily and alone ſhut vp 
dur lelues; of this we kepe the hey our ſelues, and the ble 
thereof alone doe onely appꝛopziate vnto our ſelues. 

And if wes ſhould runne but into the nature of things ſecref, 
and conſider by the name, what fo ſuch a matter is required, we 
ſhall finde that of it owne ſelfe it challengeth ſo much, whereby 
with - Jon things moſt ſpecially it is ſaid to be foztified , viz. 
with Couertneſſe, that it be cloſely kept from the epes,cares, oz 
vnderſtanding of others: Safety, that ſecurely it be retained , 
and laid vp, both with choiſe reſpect and fendering : Aſſurance , 
that by no miſfake , negligence, oz defect of the party haning 
charge of ſach a ſecret, it map turne to a pzefudice. 

{Thus then by concurrence of theſe, it appeareth that vato 
enerp Secret there is required a Cloſet, and the pzoper vie of 
that Cloſer, is onely fo; the couertneſle , ſaſety andaſſurance of 
the ſecret : all which conſidered,let vs now (& if pou woll, what 
anologie 03 pzopoztton they haue with aur Secretorie. 

Jthath beene already befoze alledged, that by the very Ety⸗ 
mologie of the woꝛd it ſeife; both Name, and Office in one, doo 
conclude vpon Seerecie: If ſo, then in reſpect of the couertneſſe, 
ſafety and aſſurance in him repoſed, and not other wiſe, the party 
ſeruing in ſuch a place may bo called a Secretorie. Che Cloſet in 
euery houſe, as it is a repoſement of Secrets, ſo is it onely (as 
Iſatd befoze ) at the owners , and no others commandement : 
The Secretory, as he is a keeper and cdſeruer of ſecrets,ſo is he 
by his Loꝛd and Maſter, and by none other to be directed. To 
a Cloſet, there belongeth pzoperly, a doore, a locke, anda key: 
to a Secretotie, there appertaineih incidentip, Honeſty , Care 
and Fidelity. * 
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And fozaſmuch as by the concurrence of theſe twaine, both 
Name and Office do ſame in vſage and account to be of ſa great 
weightineCe, and that aur Secretoric, aſwell in title, as place, 
ſcandeth by ſach declaration foyntly fyed vnto ſo diſtrict an ob- 
ſeruance: let vs now a liftls further enter into the function and 
place he beareth in ſuch kind of ſeruice , andconſider that being 
in one condition a (cruant, be is at the pleaſure and appoint- 


ment of another to be commanded:and being in a ſecond reſpec 


as a Friend, he is charily to haue in eſfimate,theſtate,honoar,re- 
putation and being of him whom he ſerueth. 

Touching the frſt of theſe, in that he is (A meane)aSeruant, 
itis to be intended, that thereunts belongeth a Supetiout, by 


whole ablſolute direction, bis actions of ſeruice, are to be 0zdered ' 


andcommanded; And notwithſtanding the reputation, credite, 
and eſtate of being, to him giuen and allowed by his Lord oz 
Maſterzhe is pet to conſider,that the weight and ſumme thereaf 
accrueth from his onelp fanour, countenance, and god opinion, 


and that by how much the moze, he liberally and of an hanou- 


rable minde affwozdeth vato him the reſpees thereof, by ſo much 
the mozeſeriouſly ought he by all poCible endcuoars of ſerutce 
and induſtry, as farre fazth as in him is, to ſtudy to conſcrue 
and bphold the ſame.

ly as anp other in cauſe of fidelitie. And pet if any moze ſpectall 
Uking in one thing then other be to be attributed, where com ·
